: Niemoeller Replies To Optimists | 


Well, Pastor Niemoeller gave his answer to the optimists who imagine they 
see liberalism and democracy in Hitler’s opponents and those who just went 
along for the ride. Said the Pastor, “Germany is unsuited to any form of 
democratic government. The German people like to be governed, not to mingle 
in politics.” 


We need not take Pastor Niemoeller’ s word that Gauss, Tscepion, Neibuhr 


et al., have been trying to foist on others their pipe dream about “democratic 
groups in Germany.” The record speaks in trip-hammer terms. The Weimar 
— was sabotaged and destroyed by the German masses. 

Pastor Niemoeller, who, by the way, admitted he was not opposed to Hitler’s 
political principles, said after his release by the Americans from a concentration 
camp, “The greatest shortcoming of the Weimar Republic was that it never 
could impose its authority on the Come people, which longed for such 
authority.” 

In 1914, when the Kaiser prated about his ‘ divine right,” and told the Ger- 
mans that now is the time for murder, the entire Socialist party jumped on the 
bandwagon to support what they called a “holy war.” 

Stresemann, winner of the Nobel peace prize, and regarded as a ereat German 
liberal, demanded the annihilation of England and France. 

“Maximilian Harden, leader of the German liberals and a journalist who won 
considerable distinction for exposing the debased morals of the palace clique, 
boasted, “Not as weak-willed blunderers have we undertaken the fearful risk 
of this war.

In 1919, the Allies helped set up the Weimar Republic, believing the German 
pretense that they were anti-monarchist, as they now pretend they are anti-Nazi. 

Yet, 
in 1927, German Industrialist Arnold Rechberg wrote, “Never under the Hohen-

punishment for their crimes. But, according to German General Karl von 
Clausewitz, “Even the final decision of war is not be to regarded as absolute.” — 

In this war, the Germans were not on the rebound from the “hard” Versailles 
treaty. German political refugees from Nazism even today defend Germany’s 
warmaking this time (“of course, Hitler was a bad man”), contending that poor 
Germany was suffocated by the Versailles treaty. Yet the Germans themselves —

ALLIED WAR CORRESPONDENTS TAKE OVER NO. 3 NAZI'S CASTLE 


HEN Lieut. Gen. William H. 

Simpson’s 9th Army occupied in- 
famous, erstwhile Reich Propaganda 
Minister Paul Josef Goebbels’ native 
Munchen-Gladbach-Rheydt, Allied war 
correspondents and U. S. Army public 
relations officers made Herr Doktor’s 
mansion their temporary press head- 
quarters. — : 

Ancient, affluent silk, velvet, woolen 
and cotton manufacturing Munchen- 
Gladbach-Rheydt, awarded to Prussia by 
the Congress of Vienna in 1815 in ex- 
change for territory ceded to Russia, 
lies on the Niers River, 19 miles west of 
Dusseldorf, 20 miles from the Nether- 
lands town of Roermond. 

Seat of a Benedictine monastery 
founded in 972 (it was suppressed in 
1802) the locality was called Munchen 
(or Monchen, monk’s) -Gladbach to dis- 
tinguish it from Bergisch (mountain- 
ous)-Gladbach, another Prussian town. 
In 1929, Munchen-Gladbach and Rheydt 
were incorporated with other adjacent 
townships to form the existing munic- 
ipality. 

The “grateful” citizens presented its 


walled and moated historic Rheydt 
castle to eloquent Dr. Goebbels who had 
ordered a “voluntary” fund to be raised 
for the purchase. | 

Goebbels maintained in the castle hi 
own radio transmitting station (above), 
equipped with wirephoto facilities from 
which he broadcast his venomous fairy 
tales for a gullible citizenry’s consump- 
tion. Ironically, the station is currently 
used for the dissemination of anti-nazi 
propaganda. Truth emanates for the first 
time from the Great Prevaricator’s own 
instrument of deceit. 

Absent from his extensive library are 
many literary masterpieces, destroyed by 
Hitler’s order. In a subcellar of the 
castle were found cases of valuable 
chinaware, looted from occupied coun- 
tries.

SAM STOCHEK: MODERN STRADIVARIUS — 


LUMBER FROM SCRAPPED EARLY AMERICAN HOUSES FURNISHES SEASONED WOODS FOR FINE VIOLINS 


[Vf ORE than 200 years ago, famed Italian Violin-Makers Antonius Stradivarius 

and Giuseppe Guarnerius scoured the Swiss Alps and Carpathian Moun- 
tains for the wild-growing sycamore, spruce and maple from which they fashioned 
their superb instruments. Mellowing time has since endowed them with beauty 
and tonal qualities so rare that virtuosi (and collectors) often pay fabulous 
sums (one specimen brought. $60,000) for originals. 

But Manhattan’s Sam Stochek currently produces melodious fiddles of al- 
ready-seasoned scrap timber salvaged from dismantled ancient New England 
churches, century-old New York mansions and second hand-lumber yards, 
claims Stradivarian richness of tone as well as Guarnerian virility for his 
modern reproductions. 


Stochek instruments take three months to make, three to six months more 
for the Stochek-blended oil-varnish to dry, cost $500 to $1,500 each. Conse- 


quently, he has produced, on order, only three or four violins each year for 
such concert and radio artists as Joan Field, Diez, Weisman, Andor Schoen, Jose 
Figueroa, Erich Silberstein, Ruggieri Ricci. 

In his 57th Street workshop, behind which he lives with his wife and 
daughters (Bernice, 15, Gloria 444), Stochek also repairs stringed musical 


instruments of all types, experiments with oil varnishes (“so ‘pure a man 


could drink it, and become mellow, too”). 

A reluctant violin student at seven, Stochek was also an indifferent shopwork 
pupil at school because his teacher insisted that he use his right hand 
instead of his left. Later, Ukrainian friends taught him the art of violin-making. 
His first violin, the result of a challenge, brought $50 (Stradivarius received 
today’s equivalent of $20 for his violins).

Faced with returning to things he might never see and do again, Al Schmid’s 
stubborn self-reliance almost started him off wrong, after his injury. He insisted 
that his nurse write to his sweetheart, calling off their intended marriage; said 
he wouldn’t let Ruth be his seeing-eye dog for the rest of her life. 

Earnest, devoted Ruth Hartley (Eleanor Parker in the film) had other ideas, 
however, deeply rooted in her love for the man she ‘sent off to war, the tease 
who used to kid her about trying to lead him to the altar. 

Ruth proved, in her own sublime way, that an America which accepts the 
sacrifice of a fighting citizen in war, holds sacred the sacrifice with all its soul. 
She practically kidnapped Al, on his return, and resolutely led him to the altar.

MIDGET-MOVIE FACTORY TURNS OUT 3-MINUTE FLICKERS IN OLD-TIME EDISON STUDIO 


N 1907, an unknown actor named David Wark Grif- 
fith applied for a job at the Edison Studio, located 
on the corner of Decatur Avenue and Oliver Place in 
the Bronx, N. Y. He was immediately cast as a rugged 
plainsman in‘a one-reel thriller entitled The Eagle’s 
Nest, wherein he rescued an infant from a ferocious 
(stuffed) eagle’s baleful -clutches. 
Erected in 1904 by pioneering Thomas A. Edison as 
a more pretentious branch of his 1893-built first movie 
studio in West Orange, N. J., the antiquated 4-story 
Bronx edifice currently houses former Press Agent Wil- 
liam: Forest Crouch’s midget-movie producing Filmcraft 
Studios. 3 
[The late President Roosevelt’s son James. experi- 
mented, in 1941, with juke-box-like machine projecting 
3 -minute film subjects on tiny screen for dime inserted 
in slot. He abandoned his plans, joined Marines when 
Pearl Harbor was attacked. | 
On two stages, since wired for sound by Crouch, 
eleven “meemies” can be produced daily. But set limi- 


tations permit only three days of shooting each week. 
Subjects are chiefly musical, featuring Bandleaders Cab 
Calloway, Les Brown, Gene Krupa, Jimmy Dorsey, 
Duke Ellington, Vocalists Jane . Pickens, the Mills 
Brothers, Jeri Sullavan, Gertrude Neisen. 

Also dramatized are patriotic wartime shorts publi- 
cizing Red Cross and War Loan drives, industrial, civic 
and religious themes on order from various concerns 
and organizations. 

Approximately 1,800 subjects are currently available 
to more than 5,000 midget-movie machine licensees 
throughout the nation (Manhattan’s Broadway alone 
accounts for 40). Eight-subject programs are changed 
weekly, except in bistros catering to substantially the 
same patrons nightly. There, two or three different 
programs may be seen each week. 

Ambitious postwar planning calls for the manufacture 
and distribution of 25,000 machines, technicolor presen- 
tations to supplement the present exclusively black-and-- 
white titles, and, perhaps, even televised newscasts.

mate shares of gas. 

At the height of their operations in January 1944, gasoline racketeers were 
siphoning off from legal distribution channels approximately 2144 million 
gallons a day, almost one-third of the nation’s quota for A-book holders. 
Every essential motorist’s driving range was thereby reduced by 45 miles 
each month, and the country’s entire transportation system, on which the 
continuing supply of war materials depended, seriously threatened. 

To meet the ugly situation, O.P.A. secretly recruited a staff of special 
investigators headed by borrowed topflight F.B.I. and Treasury Department 
operatives, devised novel techniques for spotting counterfeit and stolen cou- 
pons, overhauled and tightened the gas rationing system, threw thousands of

Within a period of 10 months, 
enforcement officials had confiscated, before circulation, fake coupons repre- 
senting more than 75 million gallons of gas, jailed 500 counterfeiting gang 
and. coupon-distribution network higher-ups. 

During the first three months of 1945, the smoothly-working enforcement 
system resulted in the indictment of 6000 buyers, sellers and users of counter- 
feit ration coupons, 500 convictions, 248 jail sentences. In April 1945 blaek 
market-diverted gasoline had been cut to two percent of the previous year’s 
214 million gallon rate.

MALES’ RELUCTANCE TO WED WILL AFFECT U. S. BIRTH RATE 


NVARIABLY tragic aftermath of war is the resultant dearth of marriageable 
men. Every woman has a right to husband, home and family. But what if there 
aren't enough men to go around? This difficult situation currently confronts 
virtually every nation in the world—our country less than most, but enough, 
nevertheless, to create a serious problem. To solve the awkward dilemma, a 
special federal tax on voluntary bachelors has been proposed. Its proponents 
argue that it would drive enough men into matrimony to ease the shortage and 
give countless girls a chance for happiness. Others frown on the idea as unwar- 
ranted interference with individual freedom, and because holdouts who need to 
be taxed into marriage would not be worth having. Say four “Billy Rosettes” 


RISCILLA CALLAN (above), 20: “Of-all the-silly ideas [I ever heard of, 
taxing bachelors into getting married is the silliest. I’m not married, but I 
certainly hope I don’t need the government to get-me*a man. 3 
“Men aren’t bachelors because they want to be, not forever. It’s usually 
because. they have a mother or a sister or someone to support, and can’t afford 
to get married. Taxing them would just be a hardship on the people they are 
already supporting. Practically every man, when he gets to be around 40, gets 
the urge to settle down with a wife and family. Let nature take its course. 
“Of course, if there are more women of marriageable age than men, some 
girls are going to get left out in the cold. But it won’t necessarily be the plain 
girls, Every old shoe has its mate, I always say. Don’t forget that there is just 
as high a percentage of unattractive men as unattractive women. And a girl, if 
she’s smart, can do a lot more toward making herself attractive than a man can. 
I mean she can improve on nature more. Ifa corpulent gent wears a corset, every- 
body laughs at him and pities him, but nobody objects if a plump girl wears. a 
girdle, or a thin girl wears clothes and things that pad her out in the right places.” 
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RENE COPPERS (above), 19: “Definitely, voluntary bachelors should be 


taxed heavily enough to make them do their duty by some lonely girl. 
saddest song ever written was 1 Wanna Get Married. 

“It would be wise to start with a small tax for young bachelors and keep 
increasing it as they got older. There may be some excuse for a bachelor up 
to 30, but after that, he just isn’t being fair. There’s a certain type who wants 
to lead a gay life until he’s about 90. Then, when he’s stiff in the joints and 
ready for the wheel chair, he condescends to think of settling down with someone 
who'll take care of him. That type ought to be forced to pick out some nice 
girl and marry her while he’s still young; he'll end up a lot happier. After all, 
there’s nothing like the security and peacefulness of a real home, with children 
and everything, to make a man feel he amounts to something. That’s what every 
woman wants, _too—although some may pretend they don’t. — 

“With so few men around, a girl is practically a hermit today. I pity the girl 
who can’t find a man to settle down with. The worst thing I can imagine is 
ending up an old maid. They. can’t put a tax on bachelors too quickly to suit me.”

OY SKYLAR (above), 19: “I’m against it, at least for the boys coming back 
from the war. They should have time to catch up on lost fun, and not be tied 


down to a wife and babies right away. Of course, it wouldn’t affect me person- 
ally. I’ve already got my man. He’s wonderful, but I’d hate to think he 
married me just to avoid paying an extra tax. That’s like paying a fine to stay 
out of jail, and marriage shouldn’t be like jail. 

“Besides, lots of girls can be just as happy without marriage nowadays. 
Years ago, if you didn’t get married you were an old maid, but that isn’t true 
any more. Now an unmarried woman can have a career and everything else 
without having a husband, if she wants to. Children? I don’t think a girl 
ought to marry a man just to have children. If she does, she is likely to end up 
just having the children, and not having the man at all. 

“My solution would be to tax girl bachelors, the glamor girls in show business, 
for example, who aren’t happy unless they have a dozen men at their feet. They 
don’t know how to value men. They just push them around. If you made a girl 
like that pick out one man and marry him, you'd free eleven men for other girls.” 


IRGINIA DURSON (above), 22: “There’s nothing worse than a confirmed 
bachelor. It does something to a man, Look at Hitler! Mussolini was 

married, but he acted like a bachelor. There certainly ought to be a law against 
bachelors, or at least a heavy tax, so no man could afford not to get married. 

“Forcing a man to get married is doing him a favor. Besides the joys of home 
life, a good wife is a definite aid to a career, whether the career is selling 
girdles or writing symphonies. The most successful men are married. 

“My. own husband is in the service. When he comes home, he'll be able to 
concentrate on his chosen career again, whereas a bachelor is always concen- 
trating on how many different girls he can go out with. 

“Girls that aren’t glamorous have as much right to a husband as anybody. 
A man can be just as happy with them. Look at me! I met my husband when

USTERED out after World War I with $60 separation pay and a rail- 


road ticket home, four million ex-doughboys returned to communities 


overflowing with discharged war workers. Non-existent were unemployment 


compensation to tide them over the chaotic reconversion period, a clearly 
defined program for retraining and reemployment. 

The imagination-staggering task of demobilizing 1] million men and find- 
ing gainful civilian employment for them will confront U. S. manpower ex- 
perts after V-J Day. A hint of the solution-defying problem’s magnitude is 
afforded by a recent Army survey. of 20,000 G.I.s disclosing that 41 percent 
had neither postwar plans nor experience. Eighteen percent hoped to enter 
fields in which they lacked previous experience. Many could not return to pre- 
war occupations because of service-incurred disabilities. 

But no nerve-racking and costly trial-and-error system of finding proper 
jobs will plague returning World War II veterans. Psychological research, 
coupled with development of World War I’s famed U. S. Army Alpha Test, 
has produced highly accurate aptitude tests — in discovering voca- 
tional potentialities and latent skills. |

Classification Centers, trainees undergo general and mechanical aptitude tests 
for placement in more than 2,000 job-categories. 


Native aptitudes are limitless, but chiefly sought by vocational eublatig 


psychologists. are evidence of 1) structural visualization (engineering), 2) 
accounting and clerical talents, 3) creative imagination, 4) finger and tweezer 


dexterity, 5) observation, and 6) mechanical-assembly ability. 


Most people are more gifted than they think, may possess. half a dozen 
aptitudes. But few make use of more than two. Many persons do not take ad- 
vantage of any. Nagging and general dissatisfaction frequently are indicative 
of highly-developed but idle aptitudes. 

All jobs, except those of a simple, manual nature, require more than one 
aptitude. For example, aerial photographers must possess musical aptitudes: 
tonal memory and pitch discrimination. The capable surgeon is invariably 
endowed with highly-developed tweezer ability, a clear eye, delicacy of touch, 
hand. steadiness and strength, finger dexterity. 

First of the many nationwide vocational guidance centers established by the 
Veterans Administration is located at the College of the City of New York, 
where experienced psychologists possessing doctorate degrees administer and 
interpret tests, advise veterans on future careers. The test-schedule re- 
quires three days for completion. Devices used are pictured on these pages. 
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Having subject place parts of hand in their proper positions is one method of testing his 
general intelligence. Ordinarily tests require the ability to use and understand language.
